ory of his properly, personal and real, 
has boon taken. This apprnlsment gives 
tho personal estate ax $1,010,1158 anil 
the real ntt ?:)TO,5TO, a total of $l,03llr 
928. Tho fncttlnit this great wealth, 
although It IK loss than what Mr. Smith 
was generally considered to he worth, 
has boon assessed each year by the tax 
assessors at loss than half a million, in 
$200,000 personal and $21)2,200 real, has 
created a fooling among tho general lax 
payers that tho assessments aro unjust. 
Tho simple array of figures in this case 
would certainly seem to justify this 
fuelling, but we are informed by Mr. W. 
J. II. Allinan, tho collector of taxes and 
clerk to the Hoard of Assessors, anil 
others In positions to know, that this 
Is not the ease.
